twenty-live years ago a family by the 
name of Lowery. 
Judge Lowery was 


known as one of the wealthiest men then 
resident here. He wa? very proud of 
his petition aud of his family, aud being 
wealthy euough to d sregard the claims 
uf money for social position, he sought 
only congenial companionship, which he 
found among men of letters and of 
dewlu. Hu was ably secouded by his 
wile, and they were vaiy prominent in 
Washington society. A minsion wan 
oresttd ou K street, at the corner of 
Vermont avenue, m which entertain- 
ments were given. Since then the man- 
sion has been the home of Cornelius 
Vjuderbuilt aud Wayne Mc'f'ea^h. 


"While Washington society l! joked to 


the home of the Lowery's at the bidding 
of the Judge and his wife, there was 
another theie, who was paiticularly at- 
ttactive lo tbe young men. 
Miss Vir- 


ginia Lowery was then In the first blush 
of her youthful beauty. 
With soft dark 


ejes and Iniir and a complexion well 
compaied to that of a peach, she was 
distract/ing to the old as well aa the 
young. Combined with her charms of 
inind aud person were others more sub- 
stantial, if not more highly isgarded by 
her suitors. She was the heitess to a 
large fortune. 


"Many suitors presented themselves 


to her or to her father, but in vain. 
JJy 


one or the other each was dismissed un- 
til the rumor became current that. M"js 
Lowery had fixed her affection on one 
man, while auother had been chosen by 
her lather and mother. Capt. George 
Dowey had made hia appearance on the 
scene. He was much older than Miss 
Lov.pry. He had distinguished himself 
in the civil war and was slowly mounting 
the ladder of promoiion m the navy. 
He had eveiy reason to look forward to 
a long and useful career in hia country's 
service and the prospect of retirement at 
or near the top of the list. He had been 
happily married in 18li7 to Miss Susie 
Goodwin, of Xew Hampshiie, but she 
had died after five years of man led 
life, leaving him a son, to whom he was 
devotedly attached. 


"It was about, five yeais after bis 


wife's death that, while on a visit to 
Washington, Dewey met Miss Lowery. 
His attentions soon bacame marked,and 
when m the city it became a matter of 
course to see him at the Lowery mansion 
He was fa-vored by the Judge, who look- 
upon him as a man of character and of 
substantial 
qualities, 
though 
never 


dreaming of the position he was ulti- 
mately to fill. Iliii suit, if such it might 
be called, was favored by the parents, 
but met with an obstacle on the part of 
the younfrgill. She had already bestow- 
ed her affections on another. 
The favor- 


ed suitor was Juan BiuneUi.an attache 
of the Spanish legation. 


"The chagrin of her father at the dis- 


covery of this attachment can be im- 
agined. If his daughter had seaiched 
tho diplomatic coips for a rnore unsuit- 


by his wealth. Together with a string 
of titles, as possessed lands, mansions 
aud otiier property without limit. The 
uncle at this time convmiiently died, 
Bruuetti'3 father became Duke of Arcoa 
and Bnmetti was lifted from a penniless 
man to the position of heir to a proud 
title aud gteat wealth. The news was

able person as far as ptisoual attractions, 
position and wealth combined are con- 
cerned, it is doubtful if she would have 
found any man possessing less of each 
than Brunetti. He was the sou of a 
poor man, with but a small salary, aud 
while of cot unpleasant appearance, was 
not prepossessing. He was, however, 
delighltul iu conversation, and with 
manners and disposition calculated to 
charm the heait o£ a Southern girl.

The Cuban Industrial Relief Fund haa 


issued for free distribution a small pans- 
phlet entitled, "Cuba Under One Flag.-' 
The illustrations are made up of views 
of tlie beautiful country districts of H.i- 
vana province aud the human inhabi- 
tants as they appear after three months 
of American occupation. 
These pictures 


are direct reproductions of photographs 
taken by the General Manager of The 
Cuban Industrial Relief Fund ia March, 
1899. 
They represent Cuba as it ia. 


From these photographs it will be seen 
that the generosity of the American gov- 
ernment in distributing millions of army 
rations to the destitute aud. starving has 
really made very little progress toward 
the proper reconstruction of the Island. 
A mere distribution of. army rations will 
not enable the destitute farmers to re- 
sume the cultivation of their lands, as 
the desolation wrought by the infamous 
Weyler left the farmers without oxen- 
farming tools, seed or domestic animals. 
Although the government ia keeping 
these poor creatures alive, it ia doing 
nothing to enable them to return to a 
state of self-support on their desolated, 
farms. There can be no rettun of pros- 
perity to Cuba uutil the farmers are able 
to raise crops to support themselves, for 
Cuba is an agricultural country, depend- 
ing almost wholly upon the labor of her 
farmers for her 
general prosperity. 


There is in the city of Havana, at pres- 
ent, a heretic flush of unreal prosperity 
caused by the presence of the American 
ttoops, but that is not business. There 
can be no real business uutil the farmers 
are at work. 


The expected investment of millions of. 


American capital has not taken place, 
owing chiefly to the unsettled condition 
of the Island government. Capital is 
timid, and will not remain in Cuba until 
it has assurance of a long period of peace 
and security. 
When American capital 


does go to Cuba it will go in latgj blocks, 
perhaps a million at a time. It will be 
used to rebuild the large sugar mills and 
to capitalize railways and various forms 
of consti uctive work. It will not reach 
the small farmers, upon whom tLe real 
prosperity of Cuba depends. The small 
farmers must be helped by private phil. 
anthropic enterprise. The Cuban Indus- 
trial Relief Fund, a purely philanthropic 
organization, which has received the in- 
dorsement of the Government in Wash- 
ington and in Cuba, aims to help the 
Cuban poor to help themselves. It will 
give days' work to the unemployed lab- 
orers aud will assist the small farmers to 
return lo a state of self-support on their 
own lauds. It will make advances of 
work oxen, farming tools, seeds and do- 
mestic supplies to small landowners, 
who will be required to return the value 
of these advances out of their first crops. 
The money thus returned will be used 
over again in the same way to help other 
farmers. 
Each farmer who receives as- 


sistance from the Fund will be required 
to take into his family one or more or- 
phans, to be cared for as his own chil- 
dren, under direction of Agents of Fund. 
In this way it is hoped that many of the 
1.30,01)0 helpless orphans of Cuba will be 
permanently provided for without going 
to the expense of building orphanages 
and maintaining large staffs of paid at- 
tendants.

Out of about 200 officer? reporting OS 


per cent, state that they bad never seen 
canned roaet beef used in tlie arm}- before 
the war, and 2 per cent, remembered a 
previous isene. 


Colonel Garlington saya : "There was 


no inspection of the canned beef other 
than that of the samples selected by the 
various packing houses and delivered to 
tiie commissary officer from time to time." 


Xone of the cans bore any label giving 


the date of canning, and be saya : 
"How 


long tbe beef had been in etorage is a 
matter of conjecture, as the question of 
age does not seem to have entered in 
making contracts." 


Colonel Garlington found it impossible 


to definitely determine the amount of 
canned roast beef destroyed, but "at lease 
104,818 pounds were acted upon by Boards 
of Survey, and of this amount 09,070 were 
destroyed as worthless and 85,743 pounds 
.old." 


Colonel Garlington groups the opinions 


nf officers and men on tbe refrigerated 
beef as follows : 


"Good or excellent," 70 officers and 


eight men. 


"Fair or good, if trimmed," 13,'i officer? 


and 15 men. 


"Mostly bad," 40 officers and 26 men.

THE FARM. 


A XUMBEK OF DIFFERENT THOUGHTS 


UXUEK OXE HEAD. 


The proper curing of hay is one of the 


roost important matters connected with 
the growing of grass, as upon the curing 
depends largely the quality of the hay. 
Timothy is a crop that is extensively 
Brown, and frequently timothy and 
clover are grown together. 
A heavy 


crop of grass requires more time for cur- 
ing than a poor one, as more water must 
be eliminated, and the hay must be al- 
lowed to become dark. If cut as soon as 
the dew is off the grounds and "shook 
up" by the tedder in the afternoon and 
after the sun is up the next day the hay 
may be bunched, not making too large 
bunches, which may remain from one to 
three days, according to the weather. 
It will not injure the grass if rain falls 
on it before it is cured after cutting, but 
after it has dried it should be gotten into 
the mow as soon as the hay is ready. 
Twist a bunch of hay and if it breaks off 
well it may bs hauled. The best hay is 
that which is air-dried rather than dried 
entirely by the sun, hence the use of the 
tedder, which keeps the hay loose and 
turned over for the air, is very favorable 
to proper curing of the hay. 


Harrowing the land makes a wonder- 


ful difference in the yield of wheat or 
corn, provided the work is dona frequent- 
ly and well. Rolling and harrowing the 
ground after plowing, then seeding and 
harrowing and rolling again gave an in- 
crease of five bushels par acre of wheat 
in one case, which is due to the fineness 
of the soil and the excellent preparation 
of the seed bed. 
On one piece of land 


the use of the harrow a week after seed- 
ing increased the yield two bushels per 
acre compared wUh adjoining plots not 
harrowed. Deep plowing and fine soil 
psrmit of the retention of a larger supply 
of waterand admit more air and warmth. 


The strawberry has been greatly im- 


proved in size, which induces many to se- 
lect those varieties which produce the 
largest berries; but iu so doing many 
mistakes are made, as some varieties will 
not thrive on light soils, while others 
yield the largest crops where the soil ia 
light and sandy. Inexperienced growers 
should endeavor to learn which varieties 
are preferred by those who make a spec- 
ialty of strawberries in their neighbor- 
hood, as by so doing the results will be 
more satisfactory. 


The Muacovy duck is one of the larg- 


est of the duck family and is very hardy. 
Crossed with the Pekin or Aylesbury 
breeds, a superb fowl for market results. 
Toe cross-bred birds are sterile and the 
eggs do not batch, which indicates that 
the Huscovy may not be a true duck. 
Their eggs require tho same length of 
time for hatching as do those of the 
goose.

If the tree is larg 
the trench must be made around th 
roots to the depth of the lowest, and th 
roots gradually loosened and freed from 
the soil. No matter how carefully 
tree is dug, many of the young feedin 
roots will be injured or destroyed. 
Thu 


only a small amount of sap can be sup 
plied to the branches and buds, whicl 
nevertheless 
continue to evaporate ; 


large amount of water; thus the trei 
often starts very slowly and sometime) 
fails entirely. 
By removing the branches 


and ends in proportion to the injury 01 
the roots a balance is maintained. Al 
injured roots should be cut off clean witl 
a knife and the wounds of large roots 
should be painted over with some water 
proof covering. When trees are planted 
the roots should have a fine, mellow bee 
of soil, which should be pressed firmly i 
contact with evnry fibre, leaving no air 
space around them, and all should be 
spread out in natural position. The so il 
should be pressed very firmly around all 
the roots, so that the new roots will be 
encouraged to make a rapid growth. If 
the soil in which the tree is planted is the 
same as the one from which it was taken, 
the tree should be set the same depth as 
it was before it was removed. 
If the 


sou is heavier, the tree should be shal- 
lower; if lighter, it should be placed 
deeper. The surface of the soil which is 
over the roots should be fine and light 
because the capillarity is then broken up 
and the moisture cannot escape.

Farmers who are content .with one 


crop from a field each year- are not alive 
to the possibilities of farming. 
Under 


favorable conditions an early and late 
crop may be secured, and without Severe- 
ly taxing the land, if judgement is used 
in selecting the crops and providing the 
necessary plant food. "One crop a year 
i9 all that should be demanded of tho 
soil" is a proverb well known and whieh 
dates far back, but the time has passed 
when the farmer ia compelled rely 
exclusively on barnyard manure to pre- 
vent loss of fertility from the soil. 
Three or four decades past wilneaaed 
Krouud bone selling at $50 a ton, but 
with the present; sources of obtaining 
phosphates the cost is less than one- 
fourth as much. 
The importance of 


potash salts had cot commenced, aud ni- 
trogenous fertilizers were high, but at 
the present day the refuse of gas works 
and the offal of slaughtering establish- 
ments have placed within the reach of 
the farmer nitrogenous materials that 
were almost unknown in former days. 
The farmer contented himself with one 
crop a year, because he believed his land 
would be injured by extra production, 
and it may be added that many farmers 
of the present day are still wadded to 
the one-crop system, although they are 
willing to admit that changes in present 
methods of agriculture are necessary and 
must be made if farming is to be made 
a profitable pursuit. 


TWO CROrS BENEFICIAL. 


Whether two (or even one) crops can 


bo profitably grown largely depends up- 
on the land and the rainfall. The time 
ia coming when some system of irriga- 
tion will be in use that will render the 
farmer independent of the summer rain- 
fall to a certain extent, and at a reason- 
able cost, as the windmill and storage 
reservoirs have already been resorted to; 
but it is not difficult to select crops that 
can be grown and gotten out of the way 
In time for others if plans are made for 
beginning early. Peas and other crops 
that go in before danger of frost has dis- 
appeared may be followed by potatoes, 
cabbage, turnips, buckwheat, millet, 
etc., but by seeding such crop as rye and 
crimson clover late in the year on wheac 
stubble crops can be secured that will be 
outof the way in time for corn. 
It is 


now known that the land is benefited by 
being always covered with growth, both 
winter and summer, but the farmer 
must use fertilizers liberally, and aim to 
have every crop taken away leave lha 
land iu better condition than before, aud 
this increased fertilh-y ia just as much a 
portion of the profit made as tiie crops 
that are sent to market. 
If a crop does 


not thrive, or is overtaken by drought 
and injured to such an extent as to be 
grown at a loss, it should be at once 
plowed under or removed and the land 
seeded again. Frequently the fall frobtu 
are late, aud a month is gained thereby 
during some years, which should prompt 
the farmer to keep the laud under culti- 
vation in order to take advantage of all 
opportunities. 


There are crops that may lie grown 


which are not sent, to market, but which 
give a profit nevertheless, as it is not al- 
ways necessary to market a crop iu order 
to derive the benefit therefrom. A crop 
of turnips may be bulky forsuipmentyet 
they are profitable, because they can be 
uaed on the farm and be converted into 
something else that brings a better price. 
Crimson clover and rye, when turned 
underasgreen rnamirial crops, are Bold 
to the farm, aud should be credited on 
the farm books at a certsin value, for 
they represent materials stored away in 
in the soil for future use. Every ounce 
cf grain or fodder feed to stock has a 
value, aud is really sold to the animals, 
but they are expected to pay for the food 
consumed in meat, milk, butter, eggs, 
etc. The growing of two crops in one 
year does notimply tLat the crops must 
mature. 
If the farmer can sell a crop of 


green corn fodder to his own cows before 
it has had time to produce oars he hag 
gained that much, aud if his soil is 
covered with rye during the winter 
season there is a gain iu time and a 
saving of labor. 
The home market— 


the farm itself—is sometimes better 
than any other because it enables the 
farmer to use his raw materials to ad- 
vantage. The main source of loss is 
when there is nothing growing at all on 
the land, and in this progressive age such 
a condition should never exist if it can 
be avoided.—Phila. Record.

too close together. A foot between as- 
tera, pansiea aud phlox ia not too much 
room. An excellent mode of watering 
plants when the weather is dry is :o use 
a sharp-pointed stick (an old broom han- 
dle is excellent) and make a bole about a 
foot deep about two or three inches from 
each plant 011 each side, and fill the holes 
with water. By this plan the water gets 
down to the roots. Cover the holes with 
dry dirt after the watersinks. A water- 
ing pot may be used to sprinkle the 
plants, so as to wash the leaves of dust 
and moisten the surface of the ground. 


A clover sod will assist any crop, for 


thereason that there is sure to ba a plen- 
tiful supply of nitrogen, and such land 
does not dry out as soon as land that has 
been naked through the winter. In pre- 
paring clover sod land, however, not 
only must it L>e plowed in a manner to 
turn the sod completely under, but it 
should be cut up with the disc harrow 
and rolled. Such work should have been 
done before now, but if the surface was 
made flue and the cultivator is uaed fre- 
quently the growing crop should get a 
good star' r>n.a continue to grow rapidly. 


Turnip seeds are very small and it is 


difficult to plant them evenly. An ex- 
cellent mode is to mix the seeds with 
sifted earth, so as to have bulk. The 
band seed drill is excellent, but c.ire 
should be used to have the drill nicely 
regulated before, beginning work, or tbe 
energy at the expense of the production 
of milk, but aa exercise promotes health 
and gives appetite the cows will rather 
gain in milk than lose, which fact has 
been demonstrated by experiments made 
to test the matter with large herds.
